The responsibility falls most ser- 
iously on the shoulders of this State 
Senator and other members of the 
Illinois Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives who come fropiS coun- 
ties which have undergone rapid 
growth in population. For instance, 
the population increase in both Lake 
and McHenry Counties has been 
more than 63 per cent while Boone 
County's growth is almost 20 per 
cent above the 1950 census figure. 

The 13th Congressional district 
which combines Lake County and a 
number of townships of Cook Coun- 
ty has a 1960 population of 900,000; 
the larrgest in the state and one of 
the most populous Congressional 
districts in the nation. The 14th 
district, in which McHenry County 
is located, numbers more than 
600,000 people In Its borders. 

While these rapid growth trends 
have occurred in our progressive 
counties, the trend in eight other 
Congressional districts has been a 
substantial numerical loss of popu- 
lation. Five of these districts which 
have sustained losses of population 
are in the City of Chicago. For in- 
stance, the First District represented 



in Congress by Representative Wil- 
liam L. Dawson suffered a reduction 
in population from 323,000 to 
230,000. 

The task before the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly is to establish the 
Congressional districts upon the 
basis of the 1960 census figures, and 
to form districts of compact and 
contiguous territory having popula- 
tions as nearly equal as possible. 
Dividing Illinois' total 1960 popula- 
tion of approximately ten million by

the^-24 districts to which we are 
entitled, we discover that each of 
the newly formed districts should 
have an average population of about 
416,000 or less than one-half the 
population of the present 13th dis- 
trict, and about 50 per cent under 
the present 14th District total. 

One way of redistricting our area 
would be to form Lake, McHenry 
and Boone Counties Into a new Con- 
gressional district with a total popu- 
lation just under 400,000. This 
would be well within the range con- 
templated as an average figure for 
each of the 24 new districts. Also, 
such a district would meet all of 
the tests of compactness and contig- 
uity, and would combine areas hav- 
ing common interests These same 
counties are already united in form- 
ing the 02nd Senatorial District and 
a substantial part of the Second 
Appellate Court District, and in 
other major respects. 

It is to be hoped that selfish local 
interests may be set aside and that 
Republican ' and Democratic mem- 
bers of the Illinois General Assem- 
bly may demonstrate their states- 
manship in bringing fair and equit- 
able realignment of Congressional 
districts to all Illinois citizens. 
This merits the closest tttention and 
support of the people of Lake.Mc- 
Henry and Boone Counties.

Motorists who haven't yet applied 
for their 1901 Illinois license plates 
had better get a move on. 

Sec. of State Charles Carpentierr 
today urged motorists who plan to 
submit their applications by mail to 
do so within the week in order to 
be sure of having their plates in 
time for the Feb. 15 deadline. 

Carpentler emphasized that Feb. 
15 — which is just less than three 
weeks away — is the deadline for 
displaying plates, not for applying 
for them. 

Carpentier said state registrations 
have reached about the half-way 
mark. At the close of business last 
week, a little more than 2 million 
applications had been received. 
Registration is expected to total 
about 4 million.

DEAR SIRS: 

The Association of Collective Tax- 
payers Is anxious to bring to your 
Immediate attention an important 
matter affecting all of the tax-pay- 
ers and voters of Lake County. It 
Is the earnest desire of ACT that 
you and the other members of the 
County Board of Supervisors and 
the Public Buildings Commission 
who are presently considering the 
construction of gsj new Lake County 
court house will act in concert with 
the best interests of all of the citi- 
zens of Lake County. As you know, 
the Association of Collective Tax- 
payers is dedicated to economy and 
efficiency in public office. 

We sincerely recognize the need 
for a new courthouse in Lake 
County but are temporarily reserv- 
ing judgment on the amount of 
money to be spent and the proposed 
method of financing. For this rea- 
son we expect to watch with con- 
siderable interest as you proceed 
with plans for the erection of the 
new courthouse. 

Of primary importance to our 
Association at the present time is 
the purported cost of this new court- 
house. You will recall that in 
November, 1958. the voters and! 
taxpayers of Lake County failed to | 
authorize by a substantial majority 
the sale of $2,550,000 general obli- 
gation bonds to finance the construc- 
tion of a new courthouse. We have 
been advised recently that the cost 
of the proposed courthouse has been 
doubled or tripled so that the ulti- 
mate cost will be between $5,000,- 
000 and $7,000,000 and that another 
referendum will not be held inas- 
much as the cost of construction Is 
to be financed by the sale of rev- 
enue bonds rather than general 
obligation bonds. 

The Association of Collective Tax- 
payers feels very strongly that the 
taxpayers of Lake County are en- 
titled to considerably more Informa- 
tion than has been made available 
to date If they are going to be ex- 
pected to support this program. 

Numerous questions from Inter- 
ested taxpayers will' undoubtedly 
arise but our Association would 
like to submit the following ques- 
tions to which all taxpayers are en- 
titled an answer: 

(1) What Is the present esti- 
mated total cost of the construction 
being contemplated? 

(2) What money is presently 
available to finance construction 
and from what source Is it avail- 
able? 

(3) How will remaining money 
be raised? 

(4) What is the annual fee earn- 
ing capacity of the various county 
offices and how much of thhr money 
is available for retirement of pro- 
posed bonds? 

(5) What have been the annual 
savings effected by elimination of 
Township Collector's offices in 
1958 and where have these moneys 
been accumulated or spent? 

(6) What sales tax moneys col- 
lected from the unincorporated 
areas of Lake County have been set 
aside for either courthouse pur- 
poses or the erection of a county 
office building in a central location 
in the County? 

(7) What are the advantages 
and disadvantages to the taxpayers 
in issuing revenue bonds rather 
than general obligation bonds? 

(8) What legal remedies are 
available to the taxpayers In the 
event they do not approve of the 
amount being spent to build the 
courthouse or the proposed method 
of financing? 

(9) Has the County Board of 
Supervisors or the Public Buildings 
Commission authorized a profes- 
sional survey or study of the needs 
of the County — now and twenty 
years from today? 

The answers ta these and many 
other questions should be made 
available to the taxpayers at the 
earliest opportunity through the 
Antioch News, and all other news- 
papers published throughout the 
county.

Whether or not a gym is a neces- 
sary addition to a grarde school is a 
matter that could be argued pro and 
con indefinitely without opposing 
factions reaching an agreement on 
the subject. It Is well to consider, 
though, that it is not too many years 
since many adults scoffed at the 
need for a high school education for 
young people, at the addition of art. 
music and technical - training to 
school curriculua, and at the activity 
of pupils in various sports, such as 
basketball. . , , 

Yet many young people are fitted 
for good jobs because of early train- 
ing In any of these fields, and many 
more lead fuller, happier lives be- 
cause of the interest they have de- 
veloped In them. Whether or not 
we approve, this is the way of life 
In America today. We can't change 
that way of life by refusing' to vote 
for improvements in our schools — 
we can only make it more difficult 
for our young people to compete 
with youngsters from areas whose 
taxpayers are more willing to In- 
vest some of their money in the 
youth of the comumnity.

• Prospective suburban-area col- 
lege freshmen will be eligible to 
attend the new northslde campus of 
Chicago Teachers College, accord-' 
ing to a report made by Dr. Benja- 
min C. Willis, General Superintend- 
ent of Chicago schools, at a recent 
Board of Education meeting. 

A team of architectural specialists 
and curriculum experts from all 
over the country first met as con- 
sultants early in December, 1957, 
under a Ford Foundation : grant. 
Their recommendations were sub- 
mitted to Dr. Willis for study, and 
incorporated into what is now be- 
lieved to be the most forward plan 
for teacher education in the coun- 
try and provide the most modern 
of physical facilities.. 

Under construction at Bryn Mawr 
and St. Louis Avenues, the new 
teachers college will begin classes 
in September, 1901, with an antici- 
pated enrollment of approximately 
1000 students, Willis* report salrj. 

Four hundred new students will 
be admitted to the college as fresh- 
men. They qualify by graduating 
from a four-year high school which 
is recognized by the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, by 
intending to teach- in the public 
schools of the state, and by passing 
both a college aptitude and a physi- 
cal examination. Legal residents in 
the State of Illinois for at least a 
year will be enrolled tuition-free, 
except for registration and student 
activities fees. 

About 000 students now attending 
the Foreman and Sabin branches of 
Chicago Teachers College will trans- 
fer to the new campus. The Fore- 
man branch will close at the end 
of the spring semester, and the 
Sabin branch will close at the end 
of the 1901 summer session. 

Educating teachers for the kin- 
dergarten and elementary grades is 
the prime goal of the teacher col- 
lege's program of education, with 
the curriculum emphasizing liberal 
arts, as conceived by Its dean, Dr. 
Roy N. Jervis. Dean Jervis was 
formerly on the faculty of East 
Texas State College, as Director of 
Special Program for Science and 
Mathematics Teachers and Director 
of the Division of Earth Sciences. 

Freshmen will be able to pursue 
majors in mathematics, art, social 
sciences, and other majors to be de- 
veloped, leading to a Bachelor's de- 
gree and certification to teach in 
the elementary grades, Dr. Jervis 
says. 

He also says the present program 
leading to the Bachelor of Education 
degree at Forman and Sabin branch- 
es of Chicago Teachers will be con- 
tinued for three Or four years, thus 
enabling those students who will 
transfer to complete the program 
they have started.

$30 per semester hours credit earned 
up to a maximum of five hours dur- 
ing summer school once every two- 
year period. This means $150 per 
step. Second step places the teacher 
in the master's degree bracket. 

A teacher committee presented 
four steps in the salary instead of 
two. The board referred the matter 
back to committee for further study. 

In other action the board voted to 
purchase $50,000 in short-term gov- 
ernment bonds. The $50,000 is in the 
treasury, earmarked for the district's 
yearly budget of $550,000. Board 
members invest reserves for a pro- 
fit, rather than allow them to lie 
idle, and cash in bonds as funds are 
needed. The district owns an addi- 
tional $310,000 in bonds to be used 
in this manner. 

Bids on a 60-seat and 60-seat 
school bus will be obtained by assist- 
ant principal Warren Polley under 
instructions of the board.

The Chicago Motor Club reminds 
motorists to include certain car ex- 
penses when itemizing deductions 
on long form income tax returns. 
All motorists may deduct the fol- 
lowing items: 

State automobile license fees; mu- 
nicipal vehicle tax fees; state gaso- 
line taxes (five cents a gallon in 
Illinois; six cents a gallon In Indi- 
ana); casualty losses, not reimbursed 
by insurance or other means, if not 
due to willful negligence; interest 
paid on automobile loans; personal 
property tax; and state and city 
sales taxes on automobiles. 

If you use your car for business, 
you also may deduct the following: 
in whole or in part, depending upon 
the extent of business use: 

Motor Club dues; automobile in- 
surance premiums, depreciation; 
gasoline, oil, and lubricating ex- 
penses; cost of all repairs; washing 
and polishing expense; anti-freeze 
and other wintering service; and 
garage rent, parking charges, and 
toll road fees. 

Costs incurred in driving to and 
from regular places of employment 
are not deductible for income tax 
purposes. If you use your car part- 
ly for pleasure and partly for busi- 
ness, items in the second group are 
deductible only in proportion to the 
amount of use of the car for busi- 
ness purposes.

POLICE 

IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 

TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE OF 
ANTIOCH^ ^COUNTY OF LAKE 

AND STATE OF ILLINOIS: 

SECTION 1: Election --Term. 
There is hereby created the office 
of Police Magistrate. The Police 
Magistrate shall be elected at the 
general municipal election and shall 
hold his office for four years, ami 
until his successor is elected and has 
qualified as is provided by statute. 

SECTION 2. Bond. Before en- 
tering upon the duties of his office, 
the Police Magistrate shall execute 
and deliver to the Village Clerk, 
and within twenty days after his 
election, a bond, to be approved by 
the President and Board of Trustees 
of said Village of Antioch with two 
or more good and sufficient sureties, 
in the sum of not less than Two 
Thousand Dollars, conditioned that 
he will justly and fairly account 
for and pay over all moneys that 
may come to his hands under any 
Judgment or otherwise, by virtue of 
his said office, and that he will well 
and truly perform every act and 
duty enjoined upon him by the laws 
of the State of Illinois and the or- 
dinances of the Village of Antioch, 
to the best of his skill and ability. 
Such bond shall be made payable 
to the Village of Antioch, and shall 
be held for the security and benefit 
of all suitors and others who may 
be injured or aggrieved by the offi- 
cial acts or misconduct of such Po- 
lice Magistrate. 

SECTION 3; Oath. The Police 
Magistrate, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, shall take, 
subscribe and file, in the office of 
the Village Clerk, the oath of office 
prescribed in the Constitution. 

Section 4: Failure to Qualify. If 
any Police Magistrate shall not, 
within twenty days after his election 
or appointment, take the oath and 
give bond, as aforesaid, such Police 
Magistrate shall not be permitted 
after that time to qualify, but the 
office shall be considered as vacant, 
and fille d accordingly. 

SECTION S: Records • Accounts. 
< It shall be the duty of the Police 
Magistrate to keep and maintain a 
full and complete docket of all 
actions commenced before him and 
the proceedings had thereon, and 
shall further keep accurate accounts 
showing all moneys received by 
him and the sources and disposition 
thereof; and such other records and 
accounts as may be required by 
Statute or Ordinance. 

All fees, costs and emoluments 
of any kind collected by the Police 
Magistrate in civil and criminal 
cases and for all other kinds of 
services shall be paid over to the 
Village Treasurer on or before the 
10th day of the month immediately 
following the. month in which col- 
lection was made 

The dockets of the Police Magis- 
trate shall be open to inspection by 
the public during all business hours 
of the day. 

SECTION 6: Salary. The salary 
of the Police Magistrate shall be 
$1200.00 per year and shall be paid 
monthly. 

SECTION 7: Repealing Section. 
All Ordinances and parts of Ordin- 
ances in conflict herewith are here- 
by repealed. 

SECTION 8: Effective Date. This 
Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage, 
approval and publication as provid- 
ed by law.
